A  BILL  TO  BE  ENTITLED  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  AN 
ACT  PASSED  AT  THE  SECOND  EXTRA  SESSION 
OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  A.  D.,  1861,  CHAP- 
TER 5,  ENTITLED  "  AN  ACT  TO  ENLARGE  THE 
POWERS  OF  THE  COUNTY  COURTS  FOR  RAIS- 
ING REVENUE." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 

2  State  of  North- Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 

3  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act  pas- 

4  sed  at  the  second  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 

5  entitled  "  an  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  County 

6  Courts  for  raising  revenue  for  county  purposes,"  be  and 

7  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  the  first 

8  section  after  the  word  "  provided,"  and  enacting  as  follows : 

9  "  that  the  tax  imposed  by  the  County  Courts  for  County 

10  purposes  shall  be  the  same  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars 

11  valuation  of  every  thing  where  the  tax  is  laid  for  State 

12  purposes,  according  to  valuation,  and  upon  all  subjects 

13  specifically  taxed ;  the  tax  shall  be  in  proportion  to  that 

14  which  is  levied  for  State  purposes." 

Seo.  2,  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  afore- 

2  mentioned  act  as  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this,  is 

3  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and 

4  after  its  ratification. 
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
